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Eisenhower to Return to White House 


Tuesday; Sends Proposals to Congress 


AUGUSTA, Ga 
IW- President 
Eisenhower 
prepared 
today 
to 
wind up his Georgia vacation and 
return to Washington without the 
cold and cough that nagged at him 
most of the winter. 
After nearly two week! of golf­ 
ing and resting in balmy weather 
here, the President appeared to 
be well recovered from his cough. 
He will fly back to Washington 
Tuesday afternoon. 
Eisenhower acted on a number 
of official papers this morning and 
then headed out on the Augusta 
National Golf course for another 
round of his favorite sport 
He sent tt the Senate • list of 
previously announced nominations, 
including 
that of 
Llewellyn E. 
Thompson as the new am bassador 
to Russia. 


The President today also: 
Sent to Congress his first reor­ 
ganization plan of 1957, transfer­ 
ring to other government agencies 
the remaining functions of the Re­ 
construction Finance Corp 
The 
RFC has been in a process of 
liquidation for several years and 
the plan sent to Congress today 
would formally abolish the RFC. 
Submitted to the Senate for rati­ 
fication a treaty with Japan for 
the avoidance of double taxation 
on operations of the export import 
banks of Japan 
and the United 
States. 
The reorganization plan, which 
becomes effective in 60 days un­ 
less either house votes specific 
disapproval, was largely procedur­ 
al and designed to transfer the 


administration of the RFC’i re­ 
maining assets to other agencies 
of the government. 
The President and Secretary of 
State John 
Foster 
Dulles have 
mapped a plea for restoration of 
“ the majority” of a House-approv­ 
ed cut in the State Department 
budget. 
White House Press 
Secretarv 
Jam es C. Hagerty pointed out that 
the 
President earlier this 
year 
agreed 
that 
federal 
agencies 
should absorb budget cuts wher­ 
ever possible but he thought the 
reduction of state's budget would 
threaten the department's basic op 
“ration.

Sinroll Pleads Innocent to 
Murder as Trial Gets Under Way 


MURPHYSBORO, IU. AP - The 
admitted slayer of a college itu- 
dent from Danvers, Mass., plead­ 
ed innocent to murder today. 
Fred Sinroll, 20, Sterling, 
111., 
made the plea at an arraignment 
before his trial got under way. 
Robert M. Batura, 19, Danvers, 
Mass., 
was 
slain by 
a shotgun 
blast in a “horseplay” session last 
Dec. 12 in a domitory at Southern 
Illinois University at Carbondale. 
Authorities said Sinroll admit­ 
ted the shooting 
but claimed it 
was accidental. 
The state will not seek the death 
penalty 
for Sinroll, 
State’s Atty. 
William Ridgeway 
said in ques­ 
tioning jurors for the trial. 
Defense 
Atty. 
Fletcher 
Lewis 
told prospective jurors, 
“ Every 
homicide 
isn’t 
murder 
and 
is 
sometimes justifiable 
or 
excus­ 
able.” 
Mr. 
and 
Mrs. Frank 
Sinroll, 
parents of the accused, and Mr. 
and Mrs, Constantine Batura, par­ 
ents of the slain youth, attended 
the court sessions. Approximately

also were in the 
courtroom 
of 
Judge 
C.

Reynolds. 
Two jurors were tentatively se­ 
lected duHng the first hour of the 
trial from among the 34 v e n ire ­ 
men who reported. 
Another panel

although Reynolds 
said he expected the jury would 
be completed today. 
Batura’s death landed with a 
bombshell effect on the campus of 
the college town. He was a sopho-1

The shooting occurred In a dor­ 
mitory above a garage located 
two blocks from the campus. 
Batura and Sinroll shared the 
room with two witnesses to the 
shooting, John Abromovitch, 21; 
Haverhill, Mass., and Henry Hill­ 
man, 18, Park Ridge, 111. 
Claimed No Hard Feelings 
Inquest testimony indicated that 
Batura and Abromovitch, his clos­ 
est friend and football teamm ate, 
disarranged Sinroll’s bed, moved 
his trunk and turned out all but 
one light as a prank while Sinroll 
was making a phone call. 
Sinroll returned to 
the 
room, 
was enraged by the prank and got 
a shotgun. Batura was shot as he 
started toward Sinroll to move the 
gun, authorities said.

“ hard feelings” between Sinroll 
and Batura and that the room­ 
mates had previously engaged in 
pillow fights and pranks. 
Sinroll left the university after 
filing $15,000 bond. 
His attorneys are Fletcher Lewis 
and William

boro. Lewis was the defense at­ 
torney in Jackson County’s 
last 
murder trial five years ago when 
an Ava. 111., man was acquitted in 
another shotgun slaying.

Lawmakers Step Up Schedule; 
Speed Limit Bill Tops Program 


SPRINGFIELD HP - The Gen- 
eral Assembly, with work piling 
up and time getting short, stepped 
up its schedule and started week­ 
ly session today. 
The lawmakers have been open­ 
ing the sessions on Tuesday. But 
Monday sessions, starting in the 
afternoon, 
are expected 
to be­ 
come a regular thing in the two 
months left before final adjourn­ 
ment. 
Heading this week s legislative 
action Is an expected floor fight 
over Gov. William G. Stratton’s 
highway safety program, 
which 
calls for a fixed speed limit law 
and an increase of 500 men in the 
state police force. 
Opponents of the bills, including 
the Illinois Sheriffs Assn. 
twice 
blocked action on them in commit­ 
tee and are expected to launch an 
all-out fight against them when 
they come to a floor vote. 
A bill to make daylight saving 
time 
mandatory 
throughout Illi­ 
nois also is expected to come to a 
vote this week. 
Sponsors of the bill in the Sen 
ate 
postponed 
a vote on it last 
week in order to 
tack 
on 
an 
amendment. The a m e n d m e n t 
would permit cities to remain on 
fast time through October, instead 
of through the end of September as 
required in the original bill. 
A 
similar bill is before the House. 
Also before the House is a pro­ 
posed constitutional amendment to 
give 
the vote 
to 18 year olds as 
recommended by Stratton in 
his 
inaugural address. 
The House Executive Committee 
has scheduled hearings this week 
on other proposed constitutional 
amendments that 
would provide 
for Ann u a J legislative ted io u s and 


abolishment 
of the 
state 
treas­ 
urer’s office as an elective post. 
Both proposals are part of Strat­ 
ton’s Hodge scandal reform pro­ 
gram 
Sentiment 
is 
growing among 
House members to include in the 
annual sessions amendment a pro­ 
vision 
to give them 
four year 
terms instead of the present two 
year terms.

expand.” 


Brentano's statement replied to 
a Soviet note handed to the West 
German embassy in Moscow Sat

graveyard.” 
“ My impression," Brentano said. 
“ is that the main objective of the 
Soviet I mon is to obtain a monop

This was the majority answer 
from 8.000 women, 12 years of age 
and older, to a questionnaire 
the 
YMCA sent its m em bers as part 
of its 102nd anniversary celebra­ 
tion. 
Of the answers which cam e in 
from 29 states, 3,258 homem akers

they 
did 
not hold 
outside 
i jobs. Some 2,500 did. And. another 
1,655— most of them single and in 
the 12 to 18-year-old group—were 
still in school. More than half the 
8,000 were married, and most

I them had children. 


Sixty-eight per cent of the total 
said “ y es” to the basic question: 
“ Are you satisfied with your pres­ 
ent role as a woman in today’s 
w orld.”

The appeal record was filed with 
the Supreme Court by Robert J.

Stripped Area to Beauty Spot 


Don and Gene Hayes to Host 
Hambletonian at Du Quoin Fair

DU QUOIN, IU. I?—Two broth- 
srs, DoirTnd Gene Hayes, who 
turned the ugly wounds of a strip 
coal mine into a beauty spot, will 
play host to the nation’s biggest 
harnesi racing attraction this year 
The Hambletonian trotting races, 
formerly held at Goshen, N. Y , 
wiU move to the 1,300-acre Du 
Quoin State Fair grounds for the 
first time. 
There, the race* wiU be run in 
a setting of green grass and blue 
lakes that only 15 years ago was 
the scarred remains of a strip 
mine. Some 1,400 trees, many of 
them eight inches 
in diameter 
when transplanted, dot the fair­ 
grounds, and the 60-foot-deep mine 
pits are fUled with cool spring 
water.

The Du Quoin State Fair was 
launched in 1923 by the late W. R 
Hayes, father of Don and Gene 
The elder Hayes, who made a 
fortune with the area franchise of 
a national (Coca Cola) soft drink 
firm, bought a 30-acre tract ad­ 
jacent to the mine. 
The fair proved to be a gold 
mine in its own right and soon 
became the top summer attraction 
in southern Illinois. Hayes bought 
the strip mine in 1939 and a short 
time later began reclaiming the 
property. 
When Hayes d ?d in 1952. the 
sons took over operations of the 
fair, the bottling company and the 
Hayes Fair Acres Stables, one of 
the more successful in trotting. All 
are located on the fairgrounds, 
along with the brothers’ mansions, 
which are side-by-side. 
Gene Hayes said he expected the 
fair to attract 350,000 this year 
with the added interest of the Ham 
bletonian on Aug. 27. 
The fair 
opens Aug. 25 and runs nine days 
until Labor Day. 
Needed More Space 
Last year, 
the 
Hambletonian 
governing board awarded the race 
to Du Quoin because it had out­ 
grown th facilities at Goshen. The 
Du Quoin fair each year has had 
a five day meeting of the grand 
circuit. 
One of the biggest problems for 
the Hayes brothers was where to 
house the extra thousands who will 
attend the race. 
“ We set up a special staff,” Don 
said, “ which has catalogued every 
available room within 60 miles. 
Southern Illinois 
University has 
helped by providing its new dormi­ 
tories for fair time. 
Workers presently are doubling 
the size of the 10.000-seat grand­ 
stand. 
The mile long track also 
encloses a circular lagoon where 
motorboat races are held. 
Gene said the 1957 Hambletonian 
will be the richest in history at 
$115,000 to $120,000. 
The Hayes have had one Ham 
bletonian winner, Lusty Song, in 
1950. One of the favorites this year 
is another Fair Acres 3-year-old, 
Royal Rodney. 
“ To be able to stage the H am ­ 
bletonian and win it too — that 
would be too much,” Don said.
